LONDON, March IO. — A 
fateful week for the London 
naval conference, which will 
determine once and for all 
whether a five-power agree­ 
ment is possible, opened here 
today with continuation of 
the negotiations which pro­ 
ceeded at a feverish pace over 
the week-end. 
The eighth week of the 
conference found the British 
and t rench attempting to get 
down to bed-rock considera­ 
tion of the French tonnage j 
figures, now standing at 725,- ; 
GOO tons. At the same time,

France demands, it was ad­ 
mitted frankly that little pro­ 
gress was made in this mat­ 
ter over the week end.

IX)NUON, Maroa IO. — France 
will push her demands for a Medi­ 
terranean security pact along with 
the disarmament agreement fully 
confident that the United States 
ami England will capitulate even­ 
tually rather than see the confer­ 
ence wrecked, a member of the 
French delegation told Internation­ 
al New* Service today. 
The French are standing abso­ 
lutely pat on the political pact 
question, and believe they note 
evidence of a changing American 
opinion, presaging at least a small 
American levitical concession. 
France is determined to make 
no appreciable concessions for the ( 
purpose of concluding an agree­ 
ment. 
"President Hoover and Premier 
MacDonald require success of the 
conference for their prestige at 
home," the French delegate said, j 
"We don't need any success here

The son of Alph n-'O Taft, a dis­ 
tinguished American who was sec­ 
retary of war, attorney general and 
minister to Austria and Russia, 
the late chief justice entered pub­ 
lic life at an early age. 
Born in Cincinnati September 15, 
:r.:7, he attended public schools 
there, was graduated from Yale 
and took his law degree in the 
Cincinnati Law School. After being 
admitted to the Ohio bar in It* I . 
he was for a time law reporter ct 
the Cincinnati Times and Cincin­ 
nati Commercial. 
His first public office was that of 
assistant prosecuting attorney of 
Hamilton County, a post he held 
from 1881 to 1883. 
Became assistant c o u n ty solici­ 
tor. judge of the superior co-urt. so­ 
licitor-general of the United States, 
United States circuit Judge, dean 
of law at the University of Cincin­ 
nati and entered the realm of lia-^ 
ttonal affairs as president of the 
United States Philippine commis­ 
sion in 1900. 
His work on the commission at­ 
tracted wide attention, and he was 
named first civil governor of the 
islands, a post he held from 1901 
to 1904. 
During his long career 
he retained a deep interest in the 
Philippines, and affection for it* 
people. 
President Roosevelt named him 
secretary of war on February I, 
1904, aud during his incumbency 
the Panama Canal construction was 
undertaken. 
He was selected by President 
Roosevelt a* ills successor for the 
presidency and was elected on the 
Republican ticket. He became the 
republic's twenty-seventh president 
on March 4, 1909. 
The dynamic Roosevelt, however, 
broke with him because he thougiit 
Mr. Taft rejected his liberal poli­ 
cies. Among the subjects of con­ 
troversy was the Roosevelt plan for 
recall of judges, 
denounced 
by 
Taft. 
The break led to the bull moose 
insurrection in 1912, with Roose­ 
velt opposing his one-time friend 
for the presidency. 
As a result 
Woodrow Wilson defeated Taft for 
a second term. 
Strained relatione between Taft 
and Roosevelt continued for years, 
but finally were patched up and 
they became warm friends again. 
Out of public life, Mr. Taft be­ 
came professor of law* at Yale. He 
was president of tide national war 
labor board for a year, president 
of the American Red Cross, Ameri­ 
can 
Bar 
Association, 
and 
the 
league to Enforce Peace. 
He was named chief Justice of 
the United States by President 
Harding, taking the cath of office 
June 30, 1921. 
A big man physically—weighing 
well more than 300 pounds in his 
prime—Mr. Taft was known all ov­ 
er the world for his unfailing good 
humor. Even while serving as chief 
justice, he frequently broke the 
court’s spell of solemnity by joking 
with an attorney. Despite his jov­ 
iality, 
he 
was 
an 
indefatigable 
worker. Becoming deeply interest­ 
ed in judicial reform, he set out to 
reduce delays in tile supreme court. 
When he became chief Justice the 
court was far behind in its work, 
many cases having been pending 
for four years. When he resigned 
on February 3, 1930, the court was 
almost current. 
One of the first reforms he ef­ 
fected was to advance ooneidera 
tion of criminal cases. By this 
method he prevented the ponder­ 
ous machinery of the o urt being 
used as a means of delay, and 
markedly cut down appeals in such 
eases. 
I With the aid of the senate he 
revised other rules of tide court to 
make quick disposition of cases 
C 


ssible. As president of the senior 
uncll of circuit judges of the na 
on be also advocated reforms in 
the lesser federal courts. 
One of the chief justice's dreams 
was to home the supreme court in 
a temple of Justice of its own, an i 
take it from its cramped quarters 
in the capitol. He finally succeed 
ed in obtaining congressional ap 
proval for a $9,000,000 supreme 
court building to be built facing 
Ute capitol. 
EThroughout bls life the k hief 
■atlee had the backing of his bro­ 
k er. Charles P. Taft, immensely 
wealthy Cincinnati publisher, who

dled a few weeks ago. The chief 
justice, however, was a compara­ 
tively poor man during dis long life 
of public service. 
He was strongly federalists in 
his decisions on tile bench and re­ 
garded as a conservative. In most 
! conflicts between state and federal 
authority, he was found supporting 
I 


the supremacy cf the federal fun­ 
damental law. Although not an ad­ 
vocate of prohibition, he consist­ 
ently decided in favor of the gov­ 
ernment in its attempts to enforce 
the law. 
The chief Justice's love for chil­ 
dren was a marked trait. One of 
his happiest pictures w*as taken at 
his summer home at Murray Bay, 
('anatta, on his seventieth birthday, 
surrounded by this many grand­ 
children.
